A  few  weeks  since,  1  received  an  invitation  from 
Amos  Sedinnn,  Ksq.,  of  Cumb  rl  iiid.  Nova  Sco¬ 
tia,  tu  visit  bis  residence  at  .Minoiidie,  and  promul¬ 
gate  the  unspeakable  riclies  of  the  everlasiim;  <iilos 
pel.  1  left  here  in  the  scbiHiner  Mercliani.  and 
was  conveyed  to  my  “inucli  desired  liaven”  in  the 
short  space  of  twenty -eight  hours— distant  about 
two  hundred  miles.  Miiiotidic  is  pleasantly  situa¬ 
ted  at  the  head  of  Cumberland  Bay.  and  is  render¬ 
ed  fanions  as  well  as  valu.ible,  lor  its  extensive 
marshi's  and  Its  quarries  ot  grindstone.  It  is  prin¬ 
cipally  Settled  by  the  French,  and  was  originully 
owned  by  the  ancient  Acadians.  A  lew  years  since, 
it  was  purchased  by  Amos  iSeaman,  Esq.,  the  pre¬ 
sent  proprietor.  The  French  inhabitants  of  Mi- 
nondic  are  universally  ignorant,  bigoted  and  super¬ 
stitious  C.itliolics  ;  but  most  of  the  English  are  in¬ 
dustrious  and  intelligent  ;  and  quite  a  res|iectable 
numlier  of  them  are  linn  lielievers  in  the  •*  grace 
of  God  which  bringeth  saleation  to  all  men." 

On  the  evening  ul  my  arrival  at  the  hospitable 
dwelling  of  Br.  Seaman,  I  accumpanied  him,  to¬ 
gether  witii  his  amiable  family,  tu  a  Methodist 
meeting.  The  preacher  was  truly  an  object  ol 
pity.  He  was  ushered  into  existence  totally  blind, 
and  the  gross  absurdities  of  Methodism  seem  also 
completely  to  have  obscured  his  menial  vision. — 
His  language  lietrayed  his  ignorance  and  his  dress 
bespoke  his  poverty. 

The  Sunday  succeeding,  1  preached  at  Minon- 
dic,  in  the  morning,  to  a  large  concourse  ol  people, 
and  in  tlie  evening,  I  delivered  a  lecture  in  the  free 
meeting-house  at  Amherst — distant  ten  miles.

'forhids  such  a  division.  .Much  less  is  thero  any  transi¬ 
tion  from  the  events  of  time  to  the  concerns  of  eternity. 
Our  Saviour  did  not  speak  so  disconnectedly,  so  incon¬ 
gruously. 

The  phrase  kingdom  of  heaven,  does  not  mean  AeaerM 
ttsejf— that  is  not  like  live  wise  and  fan  foolish  virgins* 
neither  can  it  be,  for  there  is  no  folly  there.
